In its positiveness there is a stubborn 
will which is essential to its positive 
character. In its stubborn positive- 
ness is the principle that sustains 
defeat, which explains its continued 
existence as a political factor. It has 
sustained defeat for forty years because 
its successes have been made defeats. 
Tilden was defrauded of his election, 
and Cleveland defrauded the party; 
but it is the Dsmocratic party still, 
full of life and vitality, sustaining the 
the principles it received when it was 
given its political existence. 


The battering ram of adversity has 


not had auy effect npon its integrity 
or npon its intelligence. In its stub- 
bornness are the necessary safeguards 
for the perpetuation of its principles, 
uneffected by temptation in any of its 
forma. In the sublimity of its honesty 
and integrity there is a merited re- 
buke to the villainy practiced by the 
money power and sustained by the 
Republican party. Possessed as it is 
of intelligence and integrity to prin- 
ciple, it will require more cunning 
than the money power, which is tho 
Republican party, has hitherto mani- 
fested to destroy or overcome the 
principles that were given it to protect 
by the fathers of the republic, 


In the Democratic party there is 


stability that gives force to principle 
and makes it, a fortress for the defense 
of the right-, which is the underlying 
principle of our government system. 
The chief weakness of the Republican 
party ie in the uncertainty of its policy 
which is an evidence of weakuesp. 
TUB c-»nse of its weakness arises out of 
its need in the matter of principles, 
without which it can have no land- 
marks to direct its course or give it 
Stability of action. 


It being true that the party has no 


political landmarks to direct it a course 
it is also true that it is not possessed of 
any principle included in the catalogue 
of American rights. It represeuts the 
femeaine principle in politics in all of 
its fullness, and may be correctly 
termed a political mutual admiration 
society on a large scale, full of vanity 
and inclined to toady to princes and 
monarchist systems. 


The Democratic party is the opposite 


to all that is repreaented by the Re- 
publican party, because it fully repre- 
sents tbe male principle in nature, an3 
it represents it so fully in its stubborn 
poaitiveness that it Is largely unfitted 
to meet the requirements that have 
arisen demanding a change of policy 
by tbe party. There is 110 effective 
reason that can be given that will tend 
to establish 
an 
opposition 
cause 


against the party controlling the gov- 
ernment, because its political prin- 
ciples are in full accord with the 
American theory of government, which 
will be sustained by the people to an 
extent that would give the party con- 
trol npon principle. 


It being true that the Democratic 


party is not in control there must be a 
cause that exists in opposition to the 
party's control 
of government and 


since we have ascertained that the 
cause is not in the principles of the 
party it must be in its policy. 


The stern integrity to principles by 


the party has been extended to its 
policy and it is now acting under the 
same policy and insisting upon its in- 
foroement that it successfully acted 
npon when the party was given organ- 
ized form. 
The population of tbe 


country when the party was organized 
was approximately ten millions of peo- 
ple and the population is now approx- 
imately seventy-five millions. 


It would be in opposition to natural 


conditions if changes did not come as 
a result of such speedy development, 
but the changes that have come have 
not been acted upon by the party and 
the cause for its failure to act and 
meet tho changes is in its uncompro- 
mising integrity to principle. It has 
made no distinction between principle 
and policy. 


Principles are fixtures and do not 


change but political policy is intended 
to apply to conditions and meet new 
relations as they arise in the business 
of the people at large. We conclude 
that a 
thorough 
governing 
party 


should have unchangeable principles 
and a flexable policy that will meet 
conditiooB that continue to arise and 
take shape upon tbe business affairs of 
the country. 


Democrats bare no cause to com- 


plain against their'party when new 


It is all right now. Great Britain 


through Lord Pauncefote, has reopened 
the Alaskan boundary question by de- 
manding that the whole matter be 
submitted to arbitration. It was un- 
derstood by the United States and 
Great Britain that the question was 
settled for the present through an 
arrangement that tbe line called tbe 
Hay line should for the present, and 
perhaps for years, remain the boun- 
dary between the countries, and the 
matter was believed to be at rest. 


England at that time was in great 


straits about her position in Europe 
regarding the Transvaal war, and was 
desirous to retain the friendship of the 
United States. 


Britain has now arranged matters 


with Germany and has that power for 
her friend and ally, and is in a position 
to dispense with the good offices of 
Uncle Sam, and the boundary question 
is again opened for settlement. 
The 


bad faith of England is so apparent in 
reopening the question at this time 
that it is plainly intimated by doing BO 
that England has no further use for 
the United States in its business in 
the Transvaal. Britain has used us 
to aid her purposes and for the pres- 
ent has no further use for us.

Bold Attempt at Incendiarism in 


This City Sunday Morn- 


• ing. 


A dastardly attempt was made early 


Sunday morning to burn the block on 
the west side of Virginia street north 
of First. 


Tbe incendiary selected the building 


occupied by 0. F. Kolster as a 
tailor 


shop for starting the conflagration. 


Entrance was gained to the cellar by 


a rear door. A candle was probably 
used for starting the blaze. It was 
fastened to a joist. The fiend escaped 
on bis tiptoes leaving a pUiu trail in 
the soft mud. 


The fire spread over the lower snr- 


faco of the flooring, charring the boards 
and joists. It 
Hnally broke through 


and burned the flooriog for a space of 
two by three feet. For some reason it 
then died out. 


Constable Helmold was sleeping in 


the Upson building adjoining. He 
heard the fire bug going from his work 
but attached no importance to tbe 
foot steps. 


Mr. Kolater discovered the attempt 


wben he went to his place of business 
in the morning. It was still smoulder- 
ing. 


If the flre had not died when it did, 


a big blazs would have been the result 
as the row is a perfect fltv trap. If 
suspicions can be verified hn arrest, 
will be made today. 


An alarm was rung in Sunday after- 


noon about 4 o'clock for a flre in one 
of Parry Bros.' barns between Fourth 
and Fifth streets. There was a qnicfe 
run by tbe flre department, but con- 
siderable delay was occasioned by 
some boys taking the first hose reel to 
tbe wrong side of tbe blaze. This was 
soon remedied and the department 
settled down to hard and intelligent 
work. 


Engine No. 6 was also brought oat 


but there seemed to be no one to run 
it and simply hydrant pressure was 
used on the west side of the flre. 


In addition to tbe barn a couple of 


small sheds were burned bat tbe flre 
laddies kept tbe blaze confined. It 
was not until 11 o'clock that Chief 
Hodfekinson called quits. 


The barn was a two story frame 


structure, 120 x 40 feet. It contained 
65 tons of hay und 10 tons of strew, be- 
sides some vehicles, which latter were 
saved.
